Tin DEi'oi'ULATON OF FliisoK.— Fig- 


ures just published in the Paris Journal 
Ofllcial shoiv 
that Franco has lost two 


millions of populalion during the last nix 
yeara. Reporting 10 the President of the 
republic, the Minister of the Interior says 
that, In Tirtue of the treaties of peace with 
Germany, 1,089 communes, comprising a 
population of 1,697,238 souls, were given 
up by the vanquished to tho victorious 
country ; although from this number must 
be deducted that of tie Alsatians and Lor- 
rainers who gave their "option" for Prance 
and afterward quilled the country. 
That 


number, however, now that nil the truth 
is known, is not very great, and gives little 
consolation for the actual loss, which may 
oe roundly put at a million and a half. But 
a graver and more ominously suggestive 
fact appears from these returns,that Frouce, 
quite independently of 
the cession, has 


within her present limits lost 307,000 of 
her population—or at tho rate of-1 per cent, 
decrease in the six years. It must be re- 
membered, however, that last year was ex- 
ceptional—inheriting, as it did, all tho mis- 
chievous legacies of the war, [he results 
of delayed or prevented marriage, the rav- 
ages of epidemic disease.aud the other evils 
which inevitably follow in tiic train of such 
n conflict as that of 1S70-71.
